Gould’s Advice to the Castellanos. 
New York.—A cable from Paris says: 
A close friend of the Castellanes says 
that George Gould has written to his 
sister that she and the Count ought to 
leave France immediately and come to 
America, but before a court decision is 
reached, which may possibly precipi¬ 
tate a scandal. It is presumed that 
Gould refers to the veiled threat of 
Wertheimer s lawyers to arrest Count 
Boni for selling property unpaid for. 
The Avenue Bois mansion has been 
closed and the family are residing in 
their chateau. 

Would Build a Great Highway. 

New York.—Warden Hayes of the 
Kings County Penitentiary has a road- 
building plan which he would like to 
put into effect between New York city 
and Buffalo, making a highway 150 
feet wide and 426 miles long. He 
thinks the work could be done by the 
convicts in the penal institutions of 
the State, which he believes would 
prevent prisoners from growing de¬ 
spondent from lack of work. 

Division of Insular Affairs. 

Washington.—In accordance with 
an order issued by the War Depart¬ 
ment, the division of customs and in¬ 
sular affairs of the office of the Secre¬ 
tary of War, created in December, 
1898, hereafter will be known as the 
“Division of Insular Affairs,” and will 
have charge of matters pertaining to 
tbe civil affairs, connected with tbe 
government of Cuba and the Philippine 
islands, as distinguished from matter* 
of purely military character. . 

Tacoma Road Transferred. 

Tacoma, Wash.—Stuart Rice, re¬ 
ceiver of the Tacoma and Columbia 
River Railroad has transferred the 
property to the Stetson Trust Company 
by order of the United States Court. 
The price paid was $17,000. The road 
will now be extended from Lake Park 
to the Columbia river at a point near 
The Dallee.

The Holland Society of New York 
has received a cablegram from The 
Hague saying that Queen Wilhel- 
mina’e marriage has been set for Sep¬ 
tember 7 th. 

Valuable deposits of lithographic 
stone have been found on the \ erdo 
river, south of Prescott, A. ?. C. D. 
Rvnerson, owner of the tufa quarry at 
Kirkland, is the chief holder of the 
claims of the new find. 

Ex-Secretary of War Alger, in an 
article in the North American Review 
on "The Food of the Army During the 
Spanish War,” makes a btiter attack 
on General Miles and defends ex-Com- 
niissary-General Eagan. 

The Senate Committee on Relations 
with Cuba probably will meet soon for 
the purpose of consdiering the question 
of irregularities under the Cuban ser¬ 
vice, as directed by the resolution of 
last session. 

The Van Anda mines, on Texada isl¬ 
and, near British Columbia, owned by 
New York and Seattle capitalists, have 
been sold to an English syndicate, at 
the head of which is John Lowles, ex¬ 
member of Parliament, for 85 per cent 
of the stock, the purchasers paying 
$450 000. 

"The American and Danish Govern¬ 
ments are engaged in direct negotia¬ 
tions for the sale of the Danish West 
Indies,” says the Cophenhagen corre¬ 
spondent of the London Daily Mail, 
"and the Danish Minister in Washing¬ 
ton will shortly submit a proposal for 
the consideration of the American Sen¬ 
ate.” 

A private telegram announces the 
death at his homo in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
of William Westlake, one of the found¬ 
ers, of the Adams & Westlake Company, 
ai d widely known as an inventor. Mr. 
Westlake held over 300 personal 
patents, among the best known being 
the open top hand 'antern,which made 
possible the system of lantern signaling 
universally used on railroads. He was 
also the inventor of the first railway 
car lamp. 

Great loss of life has been occasioned 
by shipwrecks in Japan. One of the 
vessels lost was the Japanese training 
ship Tsukishima Maru. in which disas¬ 
ter 121 officers, cadets and sailors per¬ 
ished. The steamer Inueliima Maru 
foundered after striking a rock in 
Akashi bay, and of her crew of twenty- 
three but one was rescued. The bark 
Katokukogawa foundered off the prov¬ 
ince of Tosi and eleven souls, all the 
crew, perished, and the ship Kamiji 
v.as dismasted and swamped but her 
crew of sixteen escaped, after four days 
in an open boat without food. 

The full statement of the earnings 
and expense o* the Southern Pacific 
Railroad for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1900, which was made public 
the other day, shows more than 3 l a per 
cent earned on tbe $200,000,000 of 
stock, after paying all the operating ex¬ 
penses, taxes, rentals and interest on 
the bonds. The gross earnings for the 
year were $64,400,725, an increase of 
$8,095,375 over the preceding year. 
The operating expenses, taxes and ren¬ 
tals amounted to $44,242,979 and the 
net earnings were $20,157,745, an in¬ 
crease of $2,083,207. A surplus pf 
$7,253,420 remains, which is $2,775,- 
445 greater than the surplus last year. 

VETERAN ACTOR PASSES AWAY. 

Edmund Collier Dies or Consumption— 
Onoa Well Known on the Stage. 

New York.—Edmund Collier, the 
veteran actor, died of consumption in 
St.. Joseph’s Hospital. He had been in 
the hospital for two months, having 
been removed from the Post Graduate 
Hospital, where he had been a week. 
Collier had been in reduced circum¬ 
stances for some time, and the Actors’ 
Fund will take charge of the body. 

Collier was well known on the stage 
in the early seventies, and was asso¬ 
ciated with Edwin Booth and John Mc¬ 
Cullough. For a time he was the 
leading man for Mme. Jananschek. 
In 1887 he went through the country 
and starred in "Michael Strogoff.” 
His last engagement in this city was in 
"Ben Hnr.” 

He was the stepfather of Willie Col¬ 
lier and a brother-in-law of the late 
Bartley Campbell, the playwright. 

Campaign Against Vice. 

Philadelphia.—A conference of rep¬ 
resentative clergymen and laymen was 
held here the other day for the purpoee 
of inaugurating a movement to suppress 
vice in large cities. W’illiam Phillips 
Hall of New York, chairman of the 
central committee in charge of the 
twentieth century national gospel cam¬ 
paign, was present, and outlined the 
general purposes of the movemment. 

Russian UKurcu for New York. 

St. Petersburg.—The Holy Synod 
has ordered that all the churches in it* 
jurisdiction convention take up collec¬ 
tion* to help build *n orthordox Rus¬ 
sian ehurch in New York city. 


ESTIMATE OF YEAR’S HARVEST. 

Department of Agriculture Issues Inter¬ 
esting Statistics. 

Washington.—The statistician of the 
Department of Agriculture estimates 
the United States wheat crop of 1900 
at 522,229,505 bushels, the area actual¬ 
ly harvested being 42,495,385 acres, 
and the average yield per acre 12.29 
bushels. The production of winter 
wheat is estimated at 350,025,490 
bushels and that of spr-ng wheat at 
172,204,096 bushels, the area ac¬ 
tually hat vested being 26,235,S97 
acres in the former case and 16,259,- 
48S acre 3 in the latter. The winter 
wheat acreage totally abandoned in 
Ohio, Michigan, lnd'ana ami Illinois 
is finally placed at 3,522,737 acres, 
and the spring wheat acreage totally 
abandoned in North Dakota and South 
Dakota at 1,793,467. 

A comparison of the newly seeded 
acreage of winter wheat with that of 
the fall of 1899 shows that of the 
eleven states and territories teat sowed 
1,000,000 acres or upward with winter 
woeat one year ago, Pennsylvania, 
Missouri, Kansas, California and Okla¬ 
homa report an increase amounting to 
971,704 acres, and Ohio, M'chigan, In¬ 
diana, Illinois, Texas and Tennessee a 
decrease of 1,780,791 acres. The aver¬ 
age condition of the growing crop on 
December 1st was 97.1 per cent of the 
normal. There are many complaints 
of the Hessian fly, but the low condi¬ 
tion for Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky and 
Tennessee are fully offset by the excep¬ 
tionally high condition reported from 
Kansas, Missouri California, Okla¬ 
homa and other states, in all of which 
it is above the normal. 

The production of corn in 1900 is 
estimated at 2,105,102,516 bushels; 
oats, 809,126,989 bushels; barley, 58,- 
925,833 bushels; rye, 23,995,927 
bushels; buckwheat,9,566,966 bushels; 
potatoes, 210,926,897 bushels, and 
hay, 50,110,906 tons. 

The area from which tbe crops were 
gathered was as follows in acres: Corn 
83,320,872, oats 27,364,705, barley 
2,894,282, rye 1,591,326. buckwheat 
637,930, potatoes 2,611,054 and hay 
39,132,890. 

The corn crop cf 1900 was one of 
the four largest ever gathered, while 
the oat crop has only once been ex¬ 
ceeded. On the other hand, the barley 
and rye crops, are the smallest with 
one exception in each case, since 1887; 
the buckwheat crop is tbe smallest 
since 1883, and the bay crop the 
smallest, with one exception, since 
1888. 

MAY BE NAMED CALIFORNIA. 

Secretary of the Navy Iaong*» Kavorable 

Recommendation to the President. 

I.os Angeles.—The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of this city, the Board of Trade 
of San Francisco and several other 
mercantile bodies, have within a short 
time passed resolutions asking that the 
State have one battleship named for it, 
and the good offices of the Senators 
and Representatives were urged hy all 
of the societies. California, with the 
largest seaboard of any State in the 
Union, is now to be recognzied on the 
oceans of the world with a floating war 
machine. Although, ever since it lias 
become the custom to name battleships 
for the states of the Union, residents of 
this State have been asking for recog¬ 
nition, not until the present time lias 
any encouragement been held out by 
the authorities at Washington. 

When it wbh announced by the Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy that several new 
battleships were to he built, it was 
considered as hardlv worth while to 
ask to have one named California, but 
nevertheless, acting unon the plan that 
anything worth having is worth asking 
for, the mercantile associations In the 
State put in their request, and the 
Chamber of Commerce is in receipt of 
a letter from Senator Perkins inclosing 
a copy of a letter from Secretary of the 
Navy Long. Secretary Long in his com¬ 
munication to Senator Perkins states 
that he has considered the matter of 
naming one of the battleships Califor¬ 
nia, and has recommended it to the 
President.

Thinks He Has Found Diamonds. 

Alamo Gordo, N. M.—A railway offi¬ 
cial here has received a box of fifty 
gems closely resembling and alleged 
to be diamond*, found near Capitau, a 
coal camp on the line of El Paso and 
Northeastern Railway Company, eighty 
miles north of this place. The stones 
were found by J. J. Blow, formerly 
associated with the De Beers Consoli- 
dated Company at Kimberly, South 
Africa, who lias been secretly investi¬ 
gating the field for the past month. * 
letter from him accompanying the ship 
raent states that they are either dia¬ 
monds or something so closely resem¬ 
bling the gem that they deceive him. 
They successfully stand every crude 
test known. The gems will be sent 
away for final analysis. 

Anti-Foreign Movement in Corea. 

Victoria, B. C.—News is brought by 
the Riojan Maru that Boxer proclama¬ 
tions have been found in Seoul, calling 
upon Corean Boxers to expel all foreign¬ 
ers, including Japanese. Similar proc¬ 
lamations have been issued by Hi 
Yung Hick and party. The anti- 
foreign movement in Corea is reported 
to be increasing in such a manner as 
to cause much uneasiness. In South 
Corea two missionaries were assaulted 
and robbed of all they bad. 


COLLEGE STUDY. 


University Plans to Form Classes 
Throughout California. 

BROADENS ITS EXTENSION COURSE. 

Professors and Instructors Will Visit the 
Classes and Give tbe Members 
Individual Assistance. 


Berkeley.—Encouraged by tho suc¬ 
cess of its university extension work in 
the cities around the bay. the Univer¬ 
sity of California has decided to broad¬ 
en the scope of this branch of its activ¬ 
ities to include the whole State. It 
has announced the scheme f.r a wide 
expansion of the system by which it 
can now be carried into any town in 
California. The University now offers 
to organize extension study courses in 
any community in the State in which 
not less than twenty-five persona will 
enroll themselves as members in the 
course. Each member will be charged 
a fee of $5 for each course extending 
over a half-year and $10 for a year 
course. 

University professors and instructors 
will go through the State to visit the 
various classes. The instructor in each 
course will make regular visits to the 
communities that take advantage of 
the University’s offer, remaining one 
day at each visit, or longer if the num¬ 
ber of students makes a longer 6tav 
necessary. Upon the first visit ho will 
call the class together and give an in¬ 
troductory lecture explaining tho na¬ 
ture of the course. He will then meet 
the members of the class individually 
for consultation in the forenoon and 
afternoon, and in the evening lecture 
before the class collectively and discuss 
witii the members the problems inci¬ 
dental to tlie'r work. Upon his final 
visit he will again meet the students 
for consultation, deliver the closing 
lecture and will then conduct an ex¬ 
amination. Students may enroll mere¬ 
ly as readers and not lie required to 
take the examination. 

Courses will be given in the follow¬ 
ing subjects: Philosophy, G. II. llow- 
iton, C. B. Bakewell, George M. Strat¬ 
ton, W. P. Montague, E. C. Moore; 
pedagogy, E. C. Moore, Elmer E. 
Brown; history and political science, 
T. R. Bacon, K. C. Babcock, T. W. 
Page, W. S. Ferguscou, C. B. Wake- 
man, Lincoln Hutchison; Oriental 
studies, John Fryer; Greek, James T. 
Allen; classical archaeology, Dr. Janies 
T. Allen; Latin, W. A. Merrill, li. C. 
Nutting; English, L. D. Sylc, T. F. 
Sanford; French, S. A. Chambers; 
German, Albin I’utzker, Henry J. 
Senger; mathemat’es, Irving String- 
ham; astronomy, A. O. Leuechner, 8. 

D. Townley; mechanical engineering, 
Joseph",N. LeConte Jr., civil engineer¬ 
ing, H. I. Randall; agriculture, horti¬ 
culture, and entomology, E. J. Wick- 
son, R. H. Loughridge, M. E. Jaffa, G.

TO BE SETTLED BY LEGISLATURE 

Dole to Semi a Menage Dealing With 
Chinese and Japanese Claims. 

Washington.—It is expected that 
Governor Dele of Hawaii will make a 
recommendation to the Hawaiian Leg¬ 
islature. whicli meets in February, for 
the settlement of the claims of Chinese 
and Japanese growing out of the de¬ 
struction of their property at Honolulu 
at the time of tho bubonic plagne 
outbreak. It appears that the Chinese 
claims are less than was at first esti¬ 
mated, and that the total of the Japan¬ 
ese ai d Chinese claims is approximate¬ 
ly $1,800,000. 

Tbe Chinese Government lias not 
been in a condition of late to exert 
pressure in behalf of the claims of its 
citizens, but the Japanese authorities 
have been actively looking out for tbe 
losses sustained by their countrymen, 
and now seem to be in a fair way of se¬ 
curing partial remuneration. Governor 
Dole suggested a short time ago that 
the matter In referred to the Hawaiian 
Legislature, and this Was approved by 
tbe officials here as the best means of 
adjustment. It is probable, however, 
that Governor Dole’s recommendation 
will be considerably below the face 
value of the claims. There appears to 
be little doubt that the Legislature 
will authorize a settlement. 

Hull Think* the Bill 1* Safe. 

Washington.—Representative Hull, 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, apparently does not 
share the fear expressed in some quar¬ 
ters that the Army reorganization bill 
will fail at this session of Congress and 
that a makeshift temporarily continu¬ 
ing tbe present Army will have to be 
resorted to. “I have canvassed the 
ituation in the Senate,” said he, ‘‘and 
I believe that the differences between 
the two houses upon the measure will 
be adjusted within a week after the bill 
goes to conference.” 


NEW BUILDINGS AT NAVY YARD. 

Many Improvements Now Being; Made 
and Others Contemplated. 

Vallejo.—Tbe employes of the yards 
and docks department are busy with 
the erection of several large buildings 
and others are soon to bo commenced 
by contractors. Of the latter there is 
to be a joiner shop for the construction 
and repair department to cost $100,- 
000. The appropriation for the block- 
maker’s shop, now nearly completed, 
cost $16,000. Two large steel store¬ 
houses for lumber, to be used by the 
general storekeeper, are in progress of 
construction, and a large building for 
storing and handling guns, for the ord- 1 
nance department, will soon be com¬ 
menced. 

Other work in hand is a $30,000 
power-house for the yards and dock 
department, a boiler-house for the 
naval hospital, a $5000 chapel and a 
$7000 building for the department of 
medicine and surgery. The chapel, 
now in progress of erection, will be 
located near the marine barracks. The 
yard force w ill also construct 'three 
large steel coal sheds under the now 
coal hoist. There is an appropriation 
for tliis purpose of $50,000. 

Forbes li. Brown has been appointed 
chief clerk in the equipment depart¬ 
ment, vice J. P. Tyree, resigned. This 
is a case of promotion in accordance 
with civil service rules from the next 
grade below. 

DECISION AGAINST KIPLING. 

The Author Han No KxcIunIv* Right to 
the Deulgii of the Head of an Klephaut. 

New York.—Judge I.aeombo in the 
United States Circuit Court has denied 
the appeal by Rudyard Kipling’s at¬ 
torneys to restrain R. F. Fenno & Co. 
from publishing and editing sections of 
his work upon which an elephant's 
head had been used. Judge Lacombe 
said Mr. Kipliug had not established 
a common law trade mark and there 
was no suggestion of a statutory trade 
mark. "The proposition advanced,” 
said the Court, "is tHat an author 
whose mental productions have been 
given to the world without copyright, ' 
so that any one is free to reprint and 
sell the whole or any part of them,' 
may, nevertheless,regulate the manner 
in which sueli printed matter may he ' 
grouped and entitled, and may restrain ' 
any application of the title selected 
otherwise than sa he nsed or use* it. 
It would seem that the measure of re¬ 
lief which authors may obtain against 
unauthorized publications of^ their 
works must be found in the copyright 
statutes.” 

COMMUNICATION IS POSSIBLE. 

That I* What 1’rofeHsor CamlUo Flam- 
niarioii Believes. 

New York.—A cable from Paris says: 
Professor Camille Flammarion has, 
been interviewed on the subject of sig¬ 
nals from supposed inhabitants of the 
planet Mars. He declared that the 
luminous points oFmerved hy Professor 
Douglas north of the Icarian sea were 
due to the setting sun lighting up the 
clouds which exist solely in the Mar- 1 
tian atmosphere in the neighborhood of 
the Icarian sea. 

Flammarion does not believe in the 
theory that the Martians are trying to 
communicate with the earth. He be¬ 
lieves, however, that it is possible to 
establish communication witii the 
Martians. Ho approves of Professor 
Schmoll’s idea of reproducing the out¬ 
line of the luminous points of the Great 
Bear at Bordeaux, Marseilles, StraH-j 
burg, Paris, Amsterdam, Cophenhagen j 
and Stockholm. He will lecture on ! 
this subject on February 9th. 

NO MONEY FROM THE SULTAN. 

State Department Prepared to Accept | 

Mcney Sent Through the Cramp*. 

Washington.—The Stats Department 
has received no money as yet on ac -1 
count of the Tuikish indemnity. Nor 
lias it had any connection with the 
deal which has been made hy the 
Cramps with the Turkish Government 
for the inclusion of the amount of the 
indemnity in the price to be paid for a 
warship by the Turkish Government. 
But it does know that such contract 
has been made, and it also has bad fl ¬ 
its own part promises from the Turkish 
Government that the claims shall be 
paid. So if the money comes through J 
the Cramps it will be accepted, as the j 
State Department recognize* the right 
of^the Porte to select any messenger it 
may choose to transmit the money. 
All that is necessary to make the trans¬ 
action proper is that the fact shall | 
clearly appear on the records that the 
money is paid by the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment to tho'Government of the United I 
States, which will distribute it among 
the claimants adjudged to be entitled 
to compensation. _ 

Kock Island ta Reach El Paso. 

Chicago.— Directors of the Rock Isl¬ 
and Road have finally decided on the 
extension of their lines to El Paso, 
Tex., so as to connect with the South¬ 
ern Pacific and form a short lino from 
Chicago to Los Angeles. Construction 
work has already begun, and it will 
be pushed to completion with vigor. 

President Ripley of the Santa Fe, 
speaking of the reported acquisition by 
that road of the Pecos Valley and 
Northeastern Railroad, said: "We 
have owned that road for some lime 
and have no intention, as reported, of 
extending it to Albuquerque, nor have 
we the slightest desire to block any 
plans of the Rock Island for extending 
its system.”

Good wool, as well as good mutton, 
depends largely upon the quality of the 
food. 

If ewes are fed too much corn there 
is danger of their having weak lambs. 

Give the ewes plenty of oats and 
wheat bran and but little corn. 

Good clover hay is hard to excel as 
a rough feed for the breeding ewes. 

In the management of sheep it is 
quite an item to keep them tame. 

It is quite an item to keep the quar¬ 
ters dry under feet; use plenty of

One mistake too often made in feed¬ 
ing sheep is in giving them too much 
corn.

In addition to this he has large inter 
ests in other directions, so that it is im 
possible to measure accurately his en 
tire fortune. Within the last year, how¬ 
ever, the advance in the market value 
of his Standard Oil stock alone has in¬ 
creased his wealth §03,000,000 or so. 
while his annual income in dividends 
from that stock is about §10,000,000. 
Such astonishing figures go far to prove 
that the Standard Oil magnate is the 
richest man in the world. They are 
deceiving, however, in a sense. Mr. 
Rockefeller has no such accumulation 
of money as that, nor could he have. 
Any effort to convert those holdings 
into money or into other forms of prop¬ 
erty would “bear” the market and ma¬ 
terially reduce the value. The estimate 
is actually based on the earning power 
of his property, calculating the capital 
value according to the current rate of 
interest. The lower the rate of inter¬ 
est happens to be at a given time, there¬ 
fore, the greater is the estimated value 
of the forune from which the enormous 
dividends are drawn. The annual in¬ 
crease of the fortune, likewise, does not 
mean a corresponding reduction in the 
wealth of others, for It is not drawn 
from stocks of commodities and money 
previously existing. It is drawn, in¬ 
stead, from the year’s increase in the

Changioi; Seed. 

There is yet much to be learned 
about the matter of increasing crops 
by obtaining seed from other sections 
than that where It is to be planted. At 
the Iowa Experiment Station they ob¬ 
tained potatoes from Canada and plant¬ 
ed them by the side of seed grown up¬ 
on their own soil, from the seventh J 
crop of that variety grown there. The^gf*Af 
obtained 754 bushels per acre from the si 
Canada seed and 109 bushels from the 
home grown seed. Yet the results are 
not always that way even with pota¬ 
toes. It may be said that generally 
home grown potatoes do not produce as 
much as seed grown farther north, but 
it is not an invariable rule, and some 
successful growers would not trust 
their crop to seed which they had not 
grown and saved themselves, and say 
that when they have tried it home 
grown seed has always produced the 
best crop. The result of one experi¬ 
ment do not prove a case, and we need 
more, with a thorough knowledge of 
how the crop was grown, and seed se¬ 
lected In each case. We need to know 
if forcing a crop to grow and mature 
in a shorter time, either by a richer soil 
or cooler climate, or both, will make 
the seed more prolific.

Abont the Silo. 

Silage is as valuable in summer as in 
winter. 

The circular silo made of good hard 
wood staves is cheapest and best. 

The silo has come to be as necessary 
a part of a dairy farm plant as a corn- 
crib or a haymow. 

Thirty pounds a day is enough silage 
for an average sized Jersey cow. Larger 
cattle will eat more. 

A cubic foot of silage from the mid¬ 
dle of a medium sized silo will average 
about forty-five pounds. 

For 1S2 days, or half a year, an aver¬ 
age Jersey cow will require about six 
tons of silage, allowing f or unavoid¬ 
able waste. 

Fifteen feet 1* diameter and thirty 
feet deep is a 2°*** size. Such a silo 
W U1 hold about 200 tons of silage cut la 
half inch lengths.

HUMAN HANDS. 


Mysteriously Tell Time on a Cloek*»- 
Faee awl Never Err. 

In the window of a certain jeweler's* 
shop in Philadelphia is a clock which 
tells tlie hour of tlie day by hands Hint 
are the shape of human hands. .Mirac¬ 
ulously, It seems to tlie observer, they 
ure connected in no manner with the 
works or any other part of the clock. 
Yet they move round the face so as to 
always lie in tlie proper place to tell the 
proper time. 

These hands are made of aluminium:, 
to take the place of the hour and min¬ 
ute hands of the clock. The minute 
hand is left the natural color ot 
aluminium, but the hour hand is col¬ 
ored black so as to distinguish it. 

The magical part of the clock is the 
power which causes these hands to 
move round the face of the dial so us to 
always tell the proper time. Although 
it does seem somewhat supernatural 
that two simple pieces of metal, having 
no connection whatever with any part 
of the clock, should always be In the 
proper position to tell the time of day. 
it tS, nevertheless, a very simple mat¬ 
ter.

“No, I can't say I go much on super¬ 
stition aikd that sort of thing, but I’d 
Eke some of these wise chaps to ex¬ 
plain a little incident.that happened to 
me down in the Pecos valley, in New 
llexico, a few years ago.”

A Tinker’s Dan. 

-Tlere Is no profanity In saying that 
any certain thing “is not worth a tink¬ 
er's dam,” although it Is so considered 
by many. The expression originated 
many years ago, when tinkering, or 
mending, leaky vessels was much crud¬ 
er thau it is now. 

In former times the use of rosin to 
check the flow of solder when placed 
on tin was uot generally understood, at 
least by the roving tinkers. When one 
Bf these gentlemen of the road found a 
Job. such as mending a wash boiler or 
other tin household atensll, he would 
get from the housewife or domestic a 
piece of soft dough. With this he 
would build a (lam around the place 
where he intended to put his solder. 
Inside of the circle thus formed he 
poured the melted lend. When the 
metal had cooled, lie would brush 
away the dam of dough that had con¬ 
fined it to tiie desired limits. The heat 
had hardened the heavy paste and 
baked it thoroughly, so that It was ab¬ 
solutely of no use for anything else. It 
became one of the most useless tilings 
in tiie world, and there was not enough 
of it even to be worth while carrying to 
the pigs. 

Hence the expression, which was 
originally Intended to convey a certain 
idea, appears to have been retained, 
while the origin is not generally 
known.

Black Diamonds. 

Black diamonds are comparatively 
rare nnd^correspondingly high priced. 
They arc three or four times as hard as 
tiie white ones, and fire cannot harm 
them, however great tiie heat, but if a 
drop of water should touch them while 
heated they will explode and leave 
nothing blit a little heap of sand In 
their place. 

Their beauty is not remarkable, but 
ou account of their extreme hardness 
they are invaluable for dressing sur¬ 
faces impervious to the friction of any 
other material. The largest black dia¬ 
monds are set in the end of a round 
short bar of steel, with a handle of 
wood, and arc used in dressing emery 
wheels that h#ve lost tlielr “trueness.” 
A black diamond is tiie only substance 
that will not be ground away by con¬ 
tact with the emery surface. 

Black diamonds arc also used as 
points in scoring pencils which are 
used by sealers of weights and meas¬ 
ures to mark glass receptacles. They 
are used by dentists for drilling teeth 
before tilling them with gold. In ap¬ 
pearance they look more like a shining 
little splinter of iron or grain of coal 
than a precious gem, and their chief 
missiou Is a distinctly commercial and 
not an ornamental one.

Is the case in some systems, but was 
reduced to a spray- by means of a steam 
jet at the furnace door, where it was 
delivered from tanks above the boilers. 

The Cowrie was formerly fired with 
coal, aud her owners say that the con¬ 
version to liquid fuel lias been attend¬ 
ed with advantageous results. Only 
six stokers are now required, though 
sixteen were necessary when coal was 
used. A great deal of bunker space is 
also saved. The consumption of oil at 
sea is only twenty-two tons a day, 
while the daily consumption of coal 
used to lie thirty-five tons, and a ton of 
oil occupies only thirty-four cubic feet, 
against forty-five feet required for coal. 
The oil is also taken on board much 
more quickly 111 uu coal, and recently 
300 tous were pumped into a German 
sleatuer in an hour. 

The oil yielded by the Borneo oil 
fields is saiii to make an excellent fuel 
just as it conies from the ground, and it 
is beginning to be much used for this 
purpose by the Ilamburg-American and 
other steamers that are engaged in the 
Eastern trade.
